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Oak School 
to close 


Supporters say 
► they're not giving 
up on education in 
the Old Town 


Parliament Oak Public 
School in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
will close as planned at the end 
of June. 

A judicial review by the 
Superior Court of Ontario, 
launched by supporters of the 
only school in the Old Town, 
has upheld the decision of the 
District School Board of 
Niagara. 

The consideration of the 
three judges who heard argu¬ 
ments from the board and 
CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and Responsible 
Education) in March was not 
about whether the decision to 
close Parliament Oak was the 
correct one, said Robin Ridesic, 
member of CARE. 

“They could consider only a 
narrow scope of law regarding 
the procedure under which 
that decision was made.”

"We have said all along 
that this decision was 
made in a reasoned and 
responsible fashion by the 
people democratically 
elected to decide these 
matters. It is unfortunate 
this group felt the need to 
try to seek relief from the 
courts for a decision it 
simply did not like. We are 
especially disappointed 
that this action has taken 
over $170,000 of taxpayer 
dollars out of the public 
system. This is money 
which should have been 
spent on students.”

The applica¬ 
tion, the decision said, 
“although unsuccessful, 
was not frivolous and was 
properly brought before 
the court." 

It called the judicial 
review “public interest lit¬ 
igation,” and decided 
accordingly that each side 
is responsible for paying 
their own costs.

Hoshizaki said he was 
pleased the judges’ deci¬ 
sion affirmed that staff

Parliament Oak and 
Crossroads will eliminate 
220 empty spaces and 
more than $650,000 worth 
of renewal work required 
at Parliament Oak, and 
will result in $270,000 
worth of annual opera¬ 
tional cost savings, the 
school board press release 
said. 

The province is spend¬ 
ing $980,000 to build two 
new classrooms at 
Crossroads to accommo¬ 
date Parliament Oak stu¬ 
dents, and with the proj- 

construction is expected 
to begin before the end of 
the school year.

Although the court 
decision was not the out¬ 
come CARE was hoping 
for, “we are pleased with 
the court’s acknowledge¬ 
ment of the appropriate¬ 
ness of our case and it 
being brought before the 
court. As a result, unlike 
many other cases in which 
citizens have challenged 
the decision of a school 
board to close a school, 
the court found that this 
matter was public interest 
litigation and did not 
award costs as was 
requested by the DSBN,” 


said Ridesic.

Landscaping an 
occupation that 
needs labour 
ministry attention 

Your editorial about 
workplace safety (Nia¬ 
gara Advance, April 30) 
hit the nail on the head 
(pun intended). 

I believe industrial work¬ 
places get more scrutiny 
from the Ministry of Labour 
than small employers and 
contractors. And among 
the latter, some occupa¬ 
tions (e.g. roofers) get 
more attention than oth¬ 
ers because their accidents 
have greater visibility. 

Other occupations, where 
worker health and safety 
are at risk more insidi¬ 
ously, seem to operate 
under the Ministry's radar. 
One of these is landscap¬ 
ing that includes installa¬ 
tion of interlocking pavers, 
requiring field-cutting of

pavers with power saws. 

We routinely see land¬ 
scapers cutting bricks and 
pavers in clouds of paver 
dust without the use of per¬ 
sonal protective equipment 
such as eye and respiratory 
protection. If the workers are 
smokers, the combination 
of silica dust and tobacco 
smoke is synergistic and will 
produce more deleterious 
health effects than the sum 
of the individual hazards. 

If a worker stays in this 
occupation long enough, 
it's likely he will eventu¬ 
ally suffer from silicosis, 
COPD and/or lung cancer. 

I discussed these haz¬ 
ards with both workers 
and the contractor install¬ 
ing mterlock on my prop¬ 
erty last summer. 

The workers said the con¬ 
tractor won't provide per¬ 
sonal protective equipment, 
and the contractor said the 
workers won't use it (obvi¬ 
ously, both of these obsta¬ 
cles are easily correctible). 


Dust-collecting power 
saws are also available for 
this work, but they are not 
as portable as the dust-mak¬ 
ers and probably require the 
piece needing cutting to be 
taken to a fixed saw loca¬ 
tion on the job site instead of 
moving the saw all over the 
site. Everyone - workers and 
neighbours alike - would 
benefit from dust-collection. 

Why does the Min¬ 
istry of Labour allow 
these plainly hazard¬ 
ous working conditions? 

Maybe Wayne Gates 
can get us an answer...

Evidence shows 
patients fare 
better with 
family doctors 

Your article "No end in 
sight to doctor shortage” 
(Niagara Advance, April 
30) is another disturbing 


example of the malaise in 
our health care system and 
the apparent inability (or 
unwillingness) of either the 
provincial government or 
LHIN (or both) to come to 
grips with some fairly obvi¬ 
ous, basic deficiencies. 

That the province claims 
that"... the data isn’t avail¬ 
able yet that will show the 
long-term benefits (of fam¬ 
ily health team physicians) 
...” as justification for limit¬ 
ing a new local doctor’s prac¬ 
tice is fatuous when there 
are so many without a fam¬ 
ily doctor here (and else¬ 
where across Canada). 

Apart from it being pat¬ 
ently obvious, there is a 
great deal of evidence that 
patients fare much better 
if they have access to fam¬ 
ily doctors who have their 
(complete) medical histories 
and are familiar with them. 
There is also considerable 
evidence, from Canada and 
elsewhere, that family health 
teams are effective in reduc¬ 


ing the pressure on hospitals. 

I have seen other Cana¬ 
dian “research" papers into 
such blindingly obvious 
health care “questions” that 
have already been exten¬ 
sively studied elsewhere, e.g. 
the effects of reduced hos¬ 
pital staffing on weekends 
and holidays (detrimental 
to patient care - hardly sur¬ 
prising) and the effective¬ 
ness of using surgical safety 
checklists (after an exten¬ 
sive, international study con¬ 
ducted by the World Health 
Organisation demonstrated 
their value unequivocally). 

According to a recent 
Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Devel¬ 
opment study of interna¬ 
tional health care systems, 
Canadian spending on 
medical goods and collec¬ 
tive services is also much 
higher than in any compa¬ 
rable countries (mostly in 
Western Europe) that pro¬ 
vide universal health care 
at similar cost per capita. 


At the same time, Canada 
provides far fewer doctors, 
nurses and hospital beds 
per capita than these coun¬ 
tries. Health care should be 
focused entirely on service 
to patients and it is appar¬ 
ent to anyone with an iota of 
common sense that patients 


timely access to such “front¬ 
line” resources; first and 
foremost, this requires suf¬ 
ficient numbers of well- 
motivated health care pro¬ 
fessionals (and available 
hospital beds), not the 
continuous cutbacks that 
achieve the exact opposite. 

If cutbacks are necessary, 
they should be to expendi¬ 
tures that are, by interna¬ 
tional standards, excessive 
and do not directly impact 
patient care - including but 
not confined to searching for 
data to “prove” what good 
clinicians and health pol¬ 
icy experts already know.

26% increase in Niagara doctors

There are still Niagara-on-the- 
Lake residents in need of a fam¬ 
ily doctor. 

But in the decade since family 
health teams were created, the 
number of doctors practising in 
this area has increased by 26%, 
and now it’s time to concentrate 
on underserviced areas, says a 
statement from the ministry of 

Today, there are 184 family 
health teams serving 3.1 million 
people in the province, includ¬ 
ing 800,000 who did not have a 
primary health care physician 

from Dr. Eric Hoskins, Ontario's 
Minister of Health and Long¬ 
term Care. 

"Our government is commit¬ 
ted to improving access to care 
for Ontarians, while also making 
the system more sustainable,” 
says the statement. 

The minister was responding 


to comments made by local fam¬ 
ily health team executive direc¬ 
tor Maria Bau-Coote, who said 
last week the provincial policy to 
limit new physicians joining 
health teams will continue to 
create a doctor shortage in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Dr. Steve Durocher, a recently 
graduated family physician who 
wants to join the NOTL family 
health team, is waiting to hear 
from the province if he will be 
able to - he's in limbo until the 
province completes its study of 
areas that are still underser- 

“We remain committed to the 
group practice model, including 
FHTs,” Hoskins said in his state¬ 


ly, so that future growth focuses 
on improving outcomes for 
patients while also improving 
system performance and 
accountability.” 


The ministry of health is 
reviewing criteria for under-ser¬ 
viced areas to ensure new doc¬ 
tors are sent where most need¬ 
ed, taking into consideration the 
ratio of doctors serving the com¬ 
munity, rurality, demographics 
and other factors, said the State- 

Reviews of the FHT model 
show positive results in a num¬ 
ber of areas including access, 
disease prevention, health pro¬ 
motion, patient- and family¬ 
centredness and patient experi¬ 
ence, the statement says. 

“The evaluation also shows 
opportunities for improvement 
as it relates to performance- 
measurement and governance,” 
said the statement from 
Hoskins. 

“FHTs remain an important 
component of Ontario's primary 
care mix and we are committed 
to continuing to work closely 
with organizations like the 
Association of Family Health 
Teams to strengthen our FHTs 
continue to

Josh Bice of Bice 
Builders, a Virgil home 
builder, had hoped for 
the opening of Brittain St. 
in Queenston to allow for 
development of “five or 
six” residential lots. 

A landlocked parcel 
south of Line 8 and west 
of the Niagara River 
Parkway was the subject 
of discussion at council 
recently, with a recom¬ 
mendation from town 
staff to open a road allow¬ 
ance to allow a develop¬ 
ment application to pro- 

But the vote to support 
the staff recommendation 
was lost on a tie. 

It’s a catch 22, said 
Councillor Betty Disero, 
who amended the motion 
to let the developer know 
if council was going to see 
an application in the 
future, it should be for 
large lots suitable for the 
neighbourhood. 

But then the recom¬ 


mendation to open the 
road was voted down. 

Bice says he has walked 
away from the project. He 
had hoped to purchase 
the property for develop¬ 
ment, but decided it 
wasn't going to be worth 
the aggravation from resi¬ 
dents opposed to his 

He fears what could 
happen in the future - he 
is a local developer will¬ 
ing to build something 
appropriate on the prop¬ 
erty, he said. 

Instead, the land 
remains for sale, and the 
next developer to come 
along might not be so 


sympathetic to the wishes 
of Queenston residents, 
especially down the road 
when Glendale, St. Davids 
and Virgil are built up, he 

Bice would have need¬ 
ed permission from the 
town and the Niagara 
Escarpment Commission 
to proceed with an appli¬ 
cation, but couldn't with¬ 
out access to the proper¬ 
ty. He hoped the opening 
of Brittain St. would solve 
his problem. 

The request that came 
to council was originally 
deferred to further inves¬ 
tigate the issue of future 
development, and to see 


what the residents of 
Queenston would say 
about it. 

Queenston Residents 
Association president Jim 
Armstrong said members 
didn't have a lot of time 
to organize or come up 
with an official position, 
and it was difficult to take 
a position without an 
application. 

But advice from a 
Niagara Falls planning 
consultant told them 
opening a road by pass¬ 
ing a bylaw, without going 
through the planning 
process, was not the way 
logo. 

At a meeting with the 


developer, regional, town 
and Niagara Escarpment 
representatives, several 
options for development 
were on the table, one 
using Brittain St. to access 
a development of about 
six lots, said Armstrong. 

Other options present¬ 
ed were for larger density 
with an increased num¬ 
ber of smaller lots, using 
an existing driveway to 
the property from the 
Niagara River Parkway, 
Armstrong said. 

There is some fear in 


Queenston that opening 
the road could lead to 
further development in 
an area that was once the 
site of divisive Ontario 
Municipal Board appeal 
against a proposal that 
would have seen hun¬ 
dreds of new homes, said 
Armstrong. 

That development was 
stopped almost 20 years 
ago because of a lack of 
sewage capacity, but at 
great cost to Queenston 
residents who launched 
the appeal.

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Vandalism to car happens in 
community centre parking lot

It's a dangerous prank to play - 
an act of vandalism that can have 
serious consequences. 

“This isn’t like keying a car, which 
is annoying. If it was kids thinking 
it's funny - it isn’t. It’s life-threaten¬ 
ing," said Niagara-on-the-Lake res¬ 
ident Dave Price, who parked his 
2006 beige Impala at the commu¬ 
nity centre last weekend, only to 
discover the lug nuts on the front 
driver's wheel had been loosened. 

At first he thought the noise he 
heard was because he had washed 
the car that day - he thought the 
short trip to the community centre 
was not enough to dry the brakes. 

But when his wife took the car to 
work the next day, the noise per¬ 
sisted, and he realized it was some¬ 
thing more serious - the lug nuts 
had been loosened, and the wheel 
bearings were destroyed. 

Price says his car was parked at 
the back, near the vineyards, and 
would have been easy to reach for 
someone coming across the field. 

He also discovered, when he vis¬ 


ited the community centre follow¬ 
ing the incident, that there are no 
lights in that area of the parking lot, 
and although there are security 
cameras, they only cover areas 
closer to the building. 

But the evening he attended an 
event at the community centre was 
one of the first warm nights - the 
kind that can bring out kids, he 

The wheel could easily have 
come off, he said, and if it had, his 
wife would likely have been fine, 
but someone else could easily have 
been hurt - wheels that come off a 
vehicle can cause fatalities. 

He’s a mechanic, and was able to 
do the repair himself - someone 
else would have been out of pocket 
about $350, he said. 

Price said he wasn't looking for 
anything from the Town other than 
some consideration of improving 
security in its parking lots, espe¬ 
cially in outer rows of the commu¬ 
nity centre parking, where unde¬ 
tected vandalism is easy. 

Dawn Mclnnis, spokesperson for 
the Town, said “To our knowledge, 
there have been no other incidents 
where a car has been vandalized at 
the Community Centre.”

Historic strollers 
share history of town 


The moment historic strollers appear 
on Queen St in Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
they are surrounded. 

Everybody wants to take photos of 
volunteers who stroll the streets of the 
Old Town in period costumes. 

It started when War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee members 
were encouraged to dress in period 
civilian costumes for events commem¬ 
orating the bicentennial, says Rick 
Meloen. 

But other residents wbo wanted to 
take part in the events also had cos¬ 
tumes, so an appeal went out to see 
who would be interested in strolling 
along Queen St., interacting with visi¬ 
tors and sharing the history of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and its role in the War of 
1812. 

That was when the historic strollers 
volunteer group was formed, and for 
the last three summers, they have met 
with visitors from more than 30 coun¬ 
tries, have posed for thousands of pic¬ 
tures and when asked, shared the his¬ 
tory of the town, said Meloen. 

He gets out as often as he can, and he 
loves meeting people from all over the 
world who come to visit Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, and love it 

In about 20 minutes last week, he 
said he talked to tourists from Turkey, 
Iran, Lebanon, the U.S. and England. 

“In a very short time, you have con¬ 
versations that have reached around 


the world,” said Meloen. 

“And I’ve never heard a negative com¬ 
ment. Everyone thinks our town is 
beautiful. It's a great experience, getting 
out and talking to people." 

The strollers will be continuing this 
summer and are looking for more vol¬ 
unteers to join them, with costumes 
and an interest in the Victorian and 
Edwardian periods, as well as the 1812 

During the Victorian era, Niagara 
went through a rebuilding and became 
a popular tourist destination, with the 
building of the Queen’s Royal Hotel and 
the present Prince of Wales. 

The Edwardian period - think 
Downton Abbey - saw Niagara Camp 
become a major training base for the 
Canadian Army. The township saw the 
growth of agriculture and small com¬ 
munities began expanding as the econ¬ 
omy grew. 

"There is plenty of history to share 
with our visitors,” says Meloen. 

It only involves volunteering one day 
a week, for an hour or two, he says. 

“Everyone who has a period costume 
and an interest in local history is invited 
to join the historic strollers.” 

There are people who can help make 
a costume locally - volunteer stroller 
Pam Mundy is one - and by picking up 
bits and pieces at second-hand stores, it 
doesn’t have to be expensive. 

Hats are a necessary part of the cos¬ 
tume, and usually have to be purchased, 
he said.

All these approaches 
have their advocates and 
practitioners and some 
measure of success. 
Surgery is by far the most 
invasive and depending 
on the specialty (whether 
neurosurgery or orthope¬ 
dics) may be accompa¬ 
nied by implanting an 
impressive array of screws 
and other devices 
designed to 'stabilize the 

Surgery has a place but 
a very limited one in my 
opinion and experience. 
It works best for patients 
with severe persistent 
lower back and nerve root 
pain, especially when all 
the diagnostic ducks line 
up in a row. 

What do I mean by the 
last? I mean that your 
symptoms and whatever 
physical findings you 
might have, clearly point 
to involvement at one 
specific level in the lower 
back such as a disk pro¬ 
trusion between L5-S1 or 
L4-L5 vertebra and one or 


perhaps two of the nerve 
roots, usually the first 
sacral or fifth lumbar 
roots and lastly, imaging 
studies (CT or MRI), 
which clearly and unam¬ 
biguously support the 
working clinical diagno¬ 
sis - not the other way 

MRIs and CT scan are 
notorious for showing 
irrelevant and usually 
asymptomatic findings 
and can be quite mislead¬ 
ing (not always, some¬ 
times there are some real 
surprises). Even where 
there’s a perfect match, 
most recent clinical trials 
of the management of 
lower back pain suggest 
that surgery may have a 
place in no more than 
10% of patients - if that. 

When pain persists 
despite reasonable non- 
surgical options, there are 
several surgical options 
to explore. 

These include mini¬ 
mally invasive percutane- 
ous-microdiskectomy or 
more invasive proce¬ 
dures, sometimes involv¬

ing a laminectomy on one 
or both sides. Sorting out 
the benefits of surgery in 
patients in the later years 
of life is even more fraught 
with poor outcomes. 

Some patients do very 
well, especially if they 
find a very experienced 
surgeon with excellent 
judgment who knows her 
limitations and luck is on 
your side. I can think of 
several people in the 
seniors group who recent¬ 
ly had back surgery for 
symptoms associated 
with narrowing of the spi¬ 
nal canal (lumbar steno- 

So far only one has 
done really well. So 
beware of surgery for the 
lower back and for that 
matter the neck, unless 
all those diagnostic ducks 
line up. 

The key in preparing 
for most surgery is to ask 


questions and do your 
homework. 

Useful internet sources 
include The Mayo Clinic, 
Johns Hopkins and The 
National Institute for 
Health web sites for infor¬ 
mation about the indica¬ 
tions for surgery, the 
range of the surgical 
options open to you local¬ 
ly or further afield, alter¬ 
natives to surgery, the 
expected benefits and 
risks of the those options. 

And in the case of the 
surgeon involved, find 
out what you can about 
their experience and track 

I know most patients 
feel they don’t have a 
right to ask or don’t want 
to upset their family phy¬ 
sician or the surgeon by 
asking. But surely you 
would ask equivalent 
questions about your 
investment counselor. 


Why not a physician? 
After all it’s your health 
you’re investing in. 

In my experience 
Canadians don’t ask 
enough questions. If in 
doubt, never fear to ask 
for a second and some¬ 
times even a third opin¬ 
ion. If you’re not getting 
answers, you may be talk¬ 
ing to the wrong person. 

Questioning is a good 
thing and not something 
patients should ever feel 
apologetic about it.
